Washington, D. C., 'June 19,—While the whole country was 


astir today with,the mobilization of the National Guard for border 
duty, President Wilson directed that his reply rejecting General 
Carranza's demand for the recall of American troops from Mexico 
go forward immediately. In refusing to withdraw the troops, the j 
United States reaffirms the friendly ' intentions of the United 
States toward the defacto-government in Mexico and sharply re- 
bukes General Carranze for unwarranted charges and insinuations 
in his communication. 


President Wilson's firm resolve to keep the armed forces in 


Mexico until such time as the Meican 
government 
polices the 


border region so thoroughly that bandit raids into American terri- 
tory are improbable, is. understood to be clearly stated in the note. 
Whether the suggestion of the Democratic platform plank, that 
intervention might be undertaken as a last resort, also was com- 
municated, is not known.

It was said today that the first out-of-town troops may not reach 
Columbus until Thursday or Friday. "No command has yet been 


sent ordering the troops to Columbus. 


All members of the guard will not be forced to remain at 


their armories pending the order sending 
them to Columbus. 


Many will be permitted to sleep at home for a few nights. How-

Saturday June the 17th, 19.16, 


was the 55th anniversary of the 
battle of Vienna, one of. the first 
battles of the Civil war. 


It was also the date for the an- 


nual coming together of those who 
yet live and who were members 
of Company G, the first company 
to answer the call of President 
Lincoln, from this city. 


In April 1861 this company, 


composed of 100 men, left the city 
in defense of the flag- These 100 
were boys from 17 to 25 years 
who soon made 
a part of the 


great army of "Boys in Blue" 
who saved this country from be- 
ing, torn asunder, 
and made it 


possible for us today to be living 
under one flag as one people. 


AVhen this company was ready 


to leavo the oily the patriotism 
of the women of the city was dis- 
played through the presentation 
of a flag, and those boys at that 
time, each entered into a solemn 
vow to himself that they would 
never allow that flag to trail 
the dust. 
This flag is today in 


possession of Thomas B. Lawsou 
of this city. 


The battle of Vienna was the 


first engagement for

pany, and the first man to fall 
was John Barnes, whose monu- 
ment stands in Tracy Park.

militia be needed.

enlistments from young men up to 
one hundred and eight in number, 
which constitutes a company in wur 
lime. All young men desiring to

strength.
